Mrs. Clara L. Campbell represented 


Ada county in Ihe Idaho legislature 
last winter. She was born and edu- 
cated in Connecticut. She has had'no 
special "career," but has been thrown 
npon her own resources to a great ex- 
tent owing to the feeble condition of 
her husband's health, which has given 
her -training and experience -which, in 
connection with her sound sense and 
upright character, fit her for.almost 
an v public position of trust and respon- 
sibility. She was married to William 
0 Cainpbell in 1868. After ihe birth 
of their three eldest sons they removed 
to Illinois, where they spent a. few 
years. 
In 1S75. owing to the ill health 


of her husband, they went lo the Pa 
cific coast, where she spent some time 
in Eugene, Ore., teaching music. 


The continued ill health of her hus 


band, caused by long sen-ice in the 
civil war, called for another change o 
climate .tmd in the fall of 1878 they 
were eomrrrissioned by the United State 
government to take charge of the gov 
ernmcnt school upon the Nez Pcrce In 
dian agency- Here ther remained fo 
five years, that they might better eda 
cate" their department secretary and 
chairman of the executive board.—Chi- 
cago Chronicle.

Experiments I" XCTT Method of Ke«P- 


InB Mi!U Sweet Conducted l>j- 


AKrieultural Department. 


Interesting experiments have been 


conducted st the agricultural experi- 
ment stations throughout the country 
to determine tbe effect of. pressure in. 
the preservation of. milk. Samples of 
milk used io the tests -were inclosed 
in collapsible tin tubes and placed in 
hollow- steel cylinders. The space sur- 
rounding the tubes was filled with wa- 
ter. 
The cylinders were fitted with 


pistons, to which hydraulic pressure 
was applied. Several hundred samples 
of milk were subjected to pressure 
ranging from 500 pounds per square 
inch upward, and compared with the 
samples receiving similar treatment ex- 
cept pressure it was found that milk 
subjected to a pressure O'" ten to fifteen 
tons for as niativ days --as sweet at 
the end of the tests. The souring of 
.milk.was not materially delayed by 
pressure much lower than this. Pres- 
sures of 30 tons for on« hour delayed 
souring- for upwards of 24 hours as com- 
pared v.-ith the- check samples. Pres- 
sures of "5 to 90 tons for several min- 
utes to one hour kept the milk sweet 
from two to seven days.
